TREATING GREEN FEED. 

W. F. Stevens, live stock com- 

missioner in speaking of the feed 
situation in Alberta has this to say 
about how to treat wheat straw for 
feed. ; 
If frozen wheat straw is cut while 
still green, left in’ stook till . well 
dried, if is well salted while be- 
ing stacked and thoroughly sweated 
before being baled, it can be safely 
fed on.a basis of half and’half with 
prairie hay. In fact, a greater per- 
centage of wheat than this can be 
fed to cattle with no injurious ef- 
fects, provided they are brought up 
up to it gradually.

It has developed that a proportion 
of the Fruit Jars made and shipped 
by us this season were fitted with 
red. rubber rings which ‘have a 
strong carbolic smell due to an ex- 
cess of phenol in the rubber. 

This was not detected until a 
large. percentage of our jars had 
been shipped, and in fact, is diffi-: 
gult to spot until the jars have been 
séaled up with rubbers in them for 
some time. We have a few com- 
plaints from different sources and 
learn that with certain fruits the 
product becomes tainted with the 
rubber, and altho harmless, the 
slightest taste of carbolic is undoubt- 


The trouble can be completely 
overcome by sterilizing the rubbers 
and exposing them to the air for a 


few days, but we are ready to re-|.

AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 
‘them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada.

Dawn in a French seaport. 
_Crowding the decks:of a newly ar- 
rived transport, our troops are wait- 
ing to disembark after their night 
voyage across the Channel.

The table of French chasing aces 
is headed by Lieutenant Fene Fonck 
with forty-five official vietorics, 
Lieutenant Nungesser with thirty-six 
victories, and Lieutenant Madon with 
thirty-two victories. These names 
are followed by those of more than 
forty. pilots, each of whom has five 
or more German: machines to his 
eredit. Against these masters of the 
air the Germans oppose Licutcnant 
Buckler with thirty-two victories, 
Captain Berthold with thirty-one, 
Lieutenant Menkhoff with  thirty- 
onc, Lieutenant Bernert with twenty- 


seven, Lieutenant Musthoff with 
twenty-seven, and Lieutenant Sch- 
leich with twenty-five. Other Ger- 
man aces are Lorser, Klein, Uder, 


Baumer, Kroll and Thuy. 

A considere®4e number of German 
airplanes, including the new model 
Fokkers, Albatrosses, and so on, 
have recently been forced to land 
within French territory and captured 
intact. Many enemy airplanes using 
the cloak of darkness to come over 
and bombard open French _ cities 
have become entangled in the cables 
sent up attached to defence balloons 
and have crashed to earth. 

During ene night several of the 
best German airs raiders came to a 
sudden and disastrous end in this 
manner. It is said that nothing is so 
destructive to the courage and sang- 
froid of an airplane pilot as_ the 
knowledge that he is navigating in 
a region where defence balloons 
abound. Therefore this form of pro- 
tection is getting to be more and 
more used throughout the vicinity 
subjected to aerial attacks.

It is not generally known that the 
submarine as a possibility dates from 
the sixteenth century. An- English 
scaman gunner, named  Williani 
Bourne, in his book of “Inventions 
or Devices,” which was published in 
1578, described such a . boat; and 
while it is certain that his vessel, 
constructed as he suggested, could 
not live long in any great depth of 
water, he did show that he had a 
grasp of the problem.

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e Great Pyramid of Egypt 


Ranks Among the Seven Wonders 
of the World 


The most wonderful masonry con- 
Struction of the world, and ranking 
among its Seven Wonders, is the 
Great Pyramid of Egypt. There are 
blocks of stone in ‘this Pryamid 
which afe computed to attain a 
weight four times greater than any 
other obelisk of Egyptian. workman- 
ship: Indeed, one of the massive 
blocks of the Great Pyramid, is stat- 
ed upon the authority of a, celebrat- 
ed English matHematician to weigh 
nearly nine hundred tons. Not a few 
stones of the Pyramid are thirty 
fect in length, and are maintained in 
Position with a cement, the materials 
of which are unknown to the build- 
ers of later cerfturies. An area of 
upwards of twelve acres is occupied 
by the base of the Great Pyramid, 
which rears its height 486 feet. The 
gross weight of the Pyramid is cal- 
culated at. six million tons and in or- 
der to remove this huge mass it 
would be necessary to utilize six 
thousand engines, each ‘possessing a 
capacity to draw one thousand tons! 
But in accordance with the opinion 
of the eelebrated French engineer, 
Brunel, no metallic substance is 
known which could be adapted to 
the building of machinery whereby 
the removal of the Great Pyramid 
could be undertaken. 

The land of Egypt cont&ins many 
examples of the pyramidical type. A 
majority of these constructions have 
been erected with the, Great Pyramid 
as copy. It is possible that build- 
ings of such character were intended 
as sepulchres for the royal family. At 
whose command the Great Pyramid 
was constructed, has formed a ques- 
tion of intense perplexity to, the sci- 
entific world, a multitude of theories 
having been advanced. The view of 
most general acceptance is that the 
Great Pyramid was reared as a. tomb 
for some’ Egyptian king, perchance 
Malchezeduk, who dwelt within the 
vicinity of the Pyramid at a period 
when its construction was commenc- 
ed. By some authorities its building 
the Sec- 
ond; others claim’ Khuki to have in- 
stituted the creation. The foundation 
stone has been computed to have 
been laid 2170 B.C.; to complete the 
task of building, 230 years were 
necessary: The Great Pyramid which 
stands in close proximity to the river 
Nile, a few miles distant from Cairo, 
possesses one proper passage of en- 
trance, this leading into a chamber, 
the ceiling of which is completed, its 
sides and bottom unfinished. The 
ascension passage branches off at the 
upper end into a large hallway known 
as the’ Grand Gallery, upon a_ level 
with which stands the Queen’s Cham- 
ber. The chief room of the Great 
Pyramid is the King’s Chamber. This 
contains a stone box, the only relic 
of furniture within the construction, 
It is cortjectured that other chambers 
are existent, an examination of which 
will occur in not distant years. The 
material utilized in the erection of 
the Great Pyramid is limestone. The 
floors and ceilings are of granite. 

The Great Pyramid is situate. at 
the geographical centre of the world’s 
land surface, including North and 
South America. This fact is unique, 
but any meaning of suc: is forever 
obscured in the mists of centuries 
long ago.—J. D. Athelney Evans,
